3. ENTRIES IN ALL DEPARTMENTS WILL BE RECEIV¬ 
ED BY THE MANAGER AT THE BRANDON POST OFFICE 
ON OR BEFORE THURSDAY, MARCH 7th, FOR LIGHT AND 
HEAVY HORSES (WITH THE EXCEPTION OF FOUR AND 
SIX HORSE TEAMS—ENTRIES FOR WHICH WILL BE AC¬ 
CEPTED UP UNTIL 9 A.M. ON WEDNESDAY, APRIL 3rd) 
CATTLE AND SWINE. NO POST ENTRIES WILL BE AC- 
CEPTED. 


4. Animals may enter, if eligible, in more than one class, upon 
payment of the additional entry fees. 

5. The amount of entry fees for each Department is as follows:

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STABLING AND FEED 

8 The buildings will be ready for the reception of exhibits on 
Saturday, March 30th. All animals must be in the stalls or pens alloted 
to them by Monday, April 1st at 12 noon, with the exception of 
market swine and commercial cattle, which must be in by 8 a.m. 
Monday, April 1st, and Light Horses which must be in by 12 noon, 
Sunday, March 31st. All other exhibits must be in position and ready 
for exhibition at that time. Stalls will be bedded ready for stock on 
arrival. 

9. No animal suffering from any infectious or contagious dis¬ 
ease or unsoundness will be permitted in the building. Should an 
animal develop infectious or contagious disease or unsoundness after 
being admitted to the Building, it shall be subject to removal on 
the order of the Board’s veterinary surgeon. 

10. No exhibit shall be removed until after the close of the 
Exhibition without a written order from the Manager, which may 
be issued for one of the following reasons: 

(a) On account of sickness of an animal or animals. 

(b) To prevent undue delay in the return home of exhibits due 
to railway service. Exhibitors wishing to leave before the close of 
the Exhibition on account of the latter reason should preferably 
state so at the time of making entry; if not done then application 
should be made to the Manager's Office not later than noon, on 
Wednesday, April 3rd. 

11. Stalls and pens must be cleaned before 8:00 a.m. and kept 
clean until 10 p.m. each day of the show. The aisles and passages 
must be kept clean and unencumbered. 

12. Straw, hay and grain may be obtained at reasonable prices 
on application to the Superintendent and must be secured before 
10 a.m. 

13. The Superintendents shall be subject to the Executive Com¬ 
mittee. They shall designate the hours of feed and bedding for 
exhibits, and shall have general charge of the exhibits during the 
exhibition. They shall see that all rules are carried out, and it is 
necessary that all exhibitors will support them loyally in their work. 


EXHIBITING AND JUDGING 

14. No animal suffering from any disease or unsoundness shall 
be awarded a premium. 

15. All animals must be shown or paraded in the ring when¬ 
ever so ordered by the management. This applies to animals, whe¬ 
ther prize winners or not. Anyone failing to comply promptly with 
this rule will be prohibited from exhibiting for one year, and any 
prizes awarded will be forfeited. 

16. All animals must remain in the ring after the prizes are 
awarded, subject to the order of the management, to allow the pub¬ 
lic to view them.

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17. ALL EXHIBITS MUST BE THE BONA FIDE PROPERTY 
OF THE EXHIBITOR FOR A PERIOD OF AT LEAST 30 DAYS PRE¬ 
VIOUS TO CLOSING DATE OF ENTRIES, MARCH 7th. 

18. No exhibit shall compete for a championship or special 
prize that has not been shown in a regular class. 

19. Each exhibit must be shown in the class to which it belongs. 

20. All cattle shall be judged from a feeder's and consumer's 
standpoint. The award shall be given to the animal most suitable 
from a feeder's and consumer's point of view. 

21. No exhibit deemed unworthy by the Judges shall be award¬ 
ed a premium, but no prize shall be withheld because there is no 
competition. 

22. Any person who shall attempt to interfere with or influence 
the judges while in the discharge of their duties or who shall refuse 
to accept his award or who shall at any time while on the premises 
of the Fair use contemptuous or abusive language to any judge, 
or within his hearing, in consequence of any award made by him, 
will be ejected, and if an exhibitor, he shall also forfeit his right 
to any premiums to which he might otherwise have been entitled, 
and may be excluded from exhibiting for one year or thereafter. 
The judges and directors are particularly requested to report any 
breach of this rule. 

23. Government Institutional Farms situated outside the Prov¬ 
ince of Manitoba desiring to exhibit livestock shall be limited to one 
exhibit in any one class and shall also be limited to exhibiting 
animals bred on the farm, with the exception of one sire in each 
breed, and also carloads of finished commercial stock. 

24. The decision of the judges shall be final, and no protest 
or appeal will be entertained except in cases where actual fraud is 
alleged against the judge or exhibitor. 


PROTESTS AMD COMPLAiNTS 

25. If any exhibitor makes a complaint to the executive com¬ 
mittee or the judges that something regarding an exhibit is irregular, 
a statutory declaration shall be required from the exhibitor of the 
stock about which there is a complaint. 

28. Any exhibitor lodging a protest must make it in writing, 
and it must be delivered to the Secretary within six hours of the 
cause of protest. It must state plainly the cause of protest, appeal 
or complaint, and must be accompanied by a deposit of $5.00, which 
sum may, at the discretion of the Board, be forfeited to the Associ¬ 
ation if the protest is not sustained; but this provision shall not pre¬ 
clude the right of any director or judge to bring any case of fraud 
on the part of an exhibitor before the notice of the Board of Direc¬

The system of penalties in connection with the Winter Fair 
cattle showing indications of warbles will be as follows:

Over ten warbles.$2.00 per head 


RULES 

Exhibitors entering ring on parade or in Championship Classes 
are required to be neatly dressed (white shirt and dark tie sug¬ 
gested). 

The Commercial Cattle Sale will be held Thursday, April 4th 
and all animals will be weighed for the sale when entering the ring. 
Class weight will be definitely established at 9 a.m. Monday, April 
1st. 

1. General rules which are applicable will apply to this De¬ 
partment. Entry fees must accompany each application form. Entries 
to be made on or before March 7th. 

2. Entry Fees: Single animals and pairs, $1.00 each entry; 
groups of three, $2.00 each entry; and pens of five, $3.00 each entry; 
$5.00 each for nurse cows. (Not allowed for Commercial Cattle). 

3. All Steers and Heifers entered will be classified as Grades. 

4. No entry will be accepted unless the above conditions are 
complied with. 

5. Cattle will be grouped in the building according to Classes 
and Sections as shown in the Premium List and Catalogue. Animals 
competing in the Boys’ and Girls’ competitions will be grouped to¬ 
gether. 

6. Duplicate numbers, corresponding to those in the Catalogue, 
will be furnished to Exhibitors, and must be worn by Attendants 
upon animals to entitle them to admission (with their animal) to 
the judging ring. 

7. Fat cattle entered must be sold by public auction. All animals 
sold shall be weighed under the auspices of the Fair Board and 
purchasers shall be allowed to remove cattle from the building at 
the close of sale. Other conditions of the sale will be announced at 
the commencement of the sale. 

8. All cattle entered shall be passed upon by a culling com¬ 
mittee previous to judging. Animals considered unworthy by this 
Committee must be removed from the building immediately upon 
notice of the Committee’s decision being given to the exhibitor. 

9. No horned cattle will be eligible for exhibition at the Fairs 
conducted by this Association.

I UNDER NEW MANAGEMENT 
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11. There will be admitted to the grounds only cattle from 
herds fully accredited or from herds dealt with under the super¬ 
vision of the Health of Animals Branch that have passed a satis¬ 
factory tuberculin test or animals that have passed a satisfactory 
tuberculin test prior to the opening date of the Exhibition by a 
veterinary inspector of the Health of Animals Branch. Entries in the 
Purebred Heifer Calf Class, unless vaccinated, must be Bangs tested. 

Unethically fitted Cattle are prohibited from entry in competi¬ 
tion. All cattle entered for competition shall be presented in the 
judging ring in their natural conformation and with no preparation 
other than natural feeding and fitting, with the exception of any 
treatment of hair, horns and hoofs. 

Any animal which in the opinion of any official or officials 
appointed for the purpose has been unethically fitted shall forthwith 
be disqualified for exhibition, and shall forfeit the right to be award¬ 
ed any prizes or prize money and any entry fees which may have 
been paid to the Association on account of its entry shall be forfeited. 

The findings of any such official or officials as to whether or not 
in his or their opinion any animal has been unethically fitted shall 
be final and conclusive. 

Every exhibitor in consideration of his entry being accepted 
specifically undertakes that no animal entered by him has been or 
will be before entering the Judging Ring, unethically fitted and he 
agrees to submit for inspection before any inspector or inspectors 
appointed for this purpose by the Executive, any animal entered 
by him, at any time required; and he further agrees that the opin¬ 
ion of such an inspector or inspectors shall be final and conclusive 
and without recourse against the Association or any officer thereof 
or any person appointed by the Executive to act in the matter in 
respect to any action which may be taken under the regulation as set 
forth herewith, and he, by entering the animal for exhibition, hereby 
releases, the Manitoba Winter Fair from all claims and demands 
whatsoever in connection with the disqualification of any animal 
under the provisions of this section. 

Dehorning of animals which may be necessary to comply with 
Rule 9 shall not be considered an unethical practice. 

Heifers born in the calendar year 1962 are eligible for exhibition 
whether speyed or not and must not weigh over 1,000 lbs., but must 
be sold through the Cattle Sale. 

All unspeyed heifers must be sold for slaughter, otherwise prize 
money will be withheld. 

12. All winners of first and second prizes must compete if eli¬ 
gible, for the Championship in their respective classes, or they 
shall forfeit their prize money. This rule will be strictly enforced. 

13. Uniformity of weight in group classes will be considered 
by the Judges. 

Cattle entered in the Boys’ and Girls’ Calf Feeding Competition 
and also entered in the senior classes, must retain same ownership. 

14. Any commercial cattle having been previously shown at 
the Toronto Royal or the Chicago International Show will not be 
eligible for competition at the Manitoba Winter Fair. 

15. All exhibits must be the bona fide property of the exhibitor 
for a period of at least 30 days, previous to closing date of entries—

RULES AND REGULATIONS 

1. The Purebred Calf Scramble is designed for farm boys who 
are interested in the production and breeding of Purebred Aberdeen- 
Angus, Hereford and Shorthorn cattle. 

2. Winners in previous Scrambles are not eligible to compete. 

3. Winners must exhibit their purebred heifers at the 1964 
Manitoba Winter Fair. A special class will be arranged, 

4. This contest is open to Junior Farmers who have reached 
their 14th but not their 16th birthday by April 1st, 1963. 

5. Contestants must reside in the Agricultural Areas of Swan 
River, Ethelbert-Dauphin, Roblin, Russell, Ste. Rose, Somerset, Nee- 
pawa, Portage la Prairie, Carberry, Holland, Pilot Mound, Boissevain, 
Killarney, Souris, Melita, Virden, Brandon, Hamiota, Shoal Lake or 
Minnedosa. 

6. Agricultural Areas will be allowed one contestant each. 
These will be selected by means of a draw from the entries received 
from each area. However, if more than 20 entries are received, this 
number will be reduced to 20 with additional names as alternate 
contestants. 

7. Signed “Agreement to Comply with Regulations” and “Minors 
Release Form” must be filed with the Agricultural Representative 
previous to March 1st, 1963. 

8. All completed forms from the contestants and the alternates 
must be forwarded to the Secretary, Manitoba Winter Fair, not 
later than March 9th, 1963. The contestants will then receive official 
notice of their selection and will be informed accordingly. 

9. Calves used in the Scramble will be uniform in weight and 
will be substitute calves obtained for the purpose. 

10. There will be at least two contestants per calf. 

11. Contestants and calves will be placed in the Arena as 
directed by the Referee. 

12. Each contestant will attempt to catch and halter any one 
of the calves released. The contestant catching a calf is required to 
lead it across the finish line without aid. 

13. K a contestant has hold of a calf, no other contestant will 
be allowed to touch the calf or the contestant unless and until the 
calf breaks away.

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GENERAL REGULATIONS GOVERNING 

BEEF CALF SCRAMBLE 

MANITOBA WINTER FAIR — 1963 

1. Signed “Agreement to Comply with Regulations” and “Minors 
Release Form” must be filed with the Agricultural Representa¬ 
tive previous to March 1st, 1963. 

2. At a public gathering or meeting each form is to be numbered 
and a slip with a corresponding number placed in a suitable 
container. The numbers are then to be mixed and two drawn by 
an impartial person. 

The first one drawn will be named contestant and the second 
one alternate in case that the first drawn is unable to attend 
the contest. 

3. The completed forms of the contestants and the alternates must 
be forwarded to the Secretary, Manitoba Winter Fair, not later 

than March 9th, 1963. The boys will then receive official notice 
of their selection and will be informed as to the time of the 
scramble. 

4. The Beef Scramble will be held on one evening during the 
Manitoba Winter Fair. Calves used in the Scramble will be uni¬ 
form in weight and will be substitute calves purchased for the 
purpose. 

5. The winners will be awarded purchase certificates to be used for 
the purpose of obtaining a calf which will be selected by the 

successful contestant and approved by the Calf Scramble Com¬ 
mittee appointed by the Manitoba Winter Fair. 

6. Calves must be born between January 1st, 1963 and May 1st, 1963 
and must be purchased by October 15th, 1963 . 

7. There will be at least two contestants per calf. 

8. Each contestant will be supplied with a rope halter. 

9. The boys and calves will be placed in the arena as directed by 
the judge. 

10. Each boy will attempt to catch and halter one of the calves. 
The boy catching a calf is required to lead it across the finish 
line without aid. However, he must not try to move the calf 
toward the finish line until the halter is placed on the calf pro¬ 
perly. If a boy has hold of a calf, no other boy will be allowed 
to touch the calf until it breaks away. 

11. If a contestant catches a calf by the tail he will be given rea¬ 
sonable time to work around to its head, otherwise the referee 
will order him to let the calf go.
